Major  Isamu  CJHO  add  Marquis  Yoshiehika  TOKUIi.WA,  all  of 
whom  wars  well  known  to  mo ,  came  to  *.y  Inn  together  on  at . 
loast  four  occasions.  I  remember  that  on  being  shown  into 
their  dining  room  the  four  of  them  were  engaged  in  earnest, 
conversation  for  an  hour  or  so  prior  to  the  arrival  of  , 
geisha  girls  and  other  entertainment. 

On  other  occasions  I  have  seen  the  aforesaid  Dr.  Shumei 

OBAMA  and  Kbnoshuke  SHIMEgU  togother  at  my  Inn  and  have  also, 
seen  the  aforesaid  Dr.  Shumei  OKAWa  and  aforesaid  Colonel 
Kingoro  HALHIMCTC  together  many  times,  during  the  whole  year 
of  1931.  eating  and  drinking  and  amuaingtthomselves.  Also, 

I  recall  that  tho  aforesaid  Dr.  Shumei  OKAWi.  frequently  got 
violently  drur.k  and  I  have  seon  him  in  such  a  state  with  the 
aforesaid  Konos’uke  SHIMEZU  many  times  in  1931  an^  the  oaJ*Iy 
part  of  1932.
